Manhunt Starts For Slayer 
of Woman on Lonely 
Road. 


New York, March 25—One of the 
m ost intense manhunts in the city's 
history was in full swing today for 
th e slayer of Mrs. Maud Bauer, 31, j 
-jfcho was stabbed and shot to death 
"by a motorist when she resisted his 
attem pt to attack her on a lonely 
road on Staten Island- 
All roads leading to the Rcene of 
the brutal murder were 
closed 
by 
the authorities this morning. Police 
afoot in uniform, on horseback, on 
motorcycles and in police automo­ 
biles, scoured the countryside., De­ 
tectives by the 
score 
Joined 
the 
chase. The best clew the authorities 
had was that the slayer 
drove 
a 
small closed car. 
“One of the most baffling homi­ 
cides ever committed on Staten Is­ 
land,” was the characterization 
of 
District Attorney Fach. 
Mrs. Bauer was slain fifteen min­ 
utes after she had left her, mother’s 
s side to accept a lift from the 
man 
driving the sedan. Mrs. Bauer’s car 
had become stalled; she had 
left 
it and was 
looking 
for a 
garage 
when the slayer drove 
along 
and 
offered to assist her. 
Back in the stalled car, beside the 
mother of the victim 
were 
Mrs. 
Bauer’s two children, Katherine, 6, 
and Helen, 3. 
Police questioned one 
man, 
an 
insurance agent, 
but he 
was 
re­ 
leased when he proved an alibi. 
The slain woman’s mother, Mrs. 
George Pcro, 
said 
her 
daughter 
started to walk up the road after 
the car had become stalled, to get 
a rope. Mrs. Bauer had gone about 
75 feet along a deserted stretch of 
road when she hailed a man driving 
in her direction, in a 
sedan. 
She 
returned to her mother and said : 
“This gentleman is going to take 
me to get the rope.” 
They then drove off. 
Twenty minutes later a man was

g ene ., 
Three boys, wrho had been riding 
Along the road on bicycles, found 
Mrs. Bauer’s body stretched beside 
the road, near 
a small 
clump 
of 
trees.

order. Blood was flowing 
from

stab wound in the 
throat.

was a bullet wound in

Sioux Falls, S. D„ March 26—The 
first returns announced from Repub­ 
lican state headquarters here today 
gave President Coolidge 20,944, and 
Johnson 18,840 from 598 of the 1,768 
precincts in the presidential primary 
vote. 
Earlier returns, compiled by news­ 
papers had given Coolidge a slight 
smaller lead in a larger vote from 547 
precincts. Returns from the rural pre­ 
cincts now coming In, are generally 
expected 
to be 
Senator Johnson’s 
showing. 
Although more than 1,200 rural pre­ 
cincts have not reported, they will rep­ 
resent about only one-third of the Re­ 
publican vote as the cities recorded a 
comparatively heavy vote, while tho 
bad weather cut down the farmer vote i 
considerably.

“COUNTY AGENTS*’ 


From a page of “A Woman’s Quest Into Farm Work.” in one 
o f our exchanges we take the following: 
There are at present 2,100 county agents in the 3,330 counties 
of the United States. They work under the direction of the state 
agricultural colleges, co-operating with the Department of Agri­ 
culture. Many counties, not yet provided with a county agent, re­ 
ceive the help of special demonstrators, under the supervision of 
the state college of agriculture. 
One of the first things a county agent does is to organize the 
farm families into associations if this has npt already been done. 
Through their volunteer assistance he can multiply his usefulness, 
reaching every home and training leaders who will carry on the 
"work in their own locality. The social and recreational needs of the 
community come in for the attention of the county agent as well 
as the more technical farm needs. 
There has been a conscious attempt to make the home the unit 
of effort, planning a program of interest to the whole family and 
not dividing it into men’s interests and boys’ and girls interests. 
This assures that the two latter classes of interests shall not be ne­ 
glected. 
There are about 800 women home demonstrators helping with 
farm dietetics, millinery, clothing or other projects who go about 
giving short courses here and there as arranged. 
A recent plan for extending the work to the most people at 
the least expense is for a teacher to come into various counties one 
day each week and instruct there a class of selected leaders who 
promise to be faithful in attendance and to instruct a class in their 
home locality when they themselves have completed the course. 
It is a particular delight to consider the work of the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs. The results of these have been so remarkable as to 
cause favorable comment in foreign countries 
among experts 
there. It is^the opinion of Secretary Wallace that they will do more 
than anything else to put the farming of the future on a high 
plane. 
An amazing amount of work has been done by boys and girls 
under these clubs. Innumerable pigs and calves and chickens have 
been raised; meats and fruits and vegetables which otherwise 
would have been wasted, have been canned or dried; besides all 
the education in keeping records, selecting seed corn, 
grading 
wheat, making hats, setting tables and generally revivifying coun­ 
try life. 
One of the most helpful and delightful features of the boys’ 
and girls’ clubs is the assembly of young people, by the hundreds, 
at the state agricultural colleges for a week or ten days’ short 
course. This outing—or “inning”—has been the mental and spirit 
ual akening of many a boy and girl. Texas university, for ex­ 
ample, was recently, hostess to 300 girls from over the state, who 
come, chaperoned by their teaches, to occupy the dormitories, take 
a short course and visit the state fair. 
Have you, Mrs. Reader, a home demonstration agent in your 
county ? lf not, that is something to look forw ards. The influence 
of such a worker in raising the standards of the home life of the 
county is beyond computation. If you wTant one, bring the matter 
before your club and co-operate with your county agents in get­ 
ting either a whole-time or at least a part-time home agent.

The following article, signed bjr a father, was sent to several 
parents and their opinion, good or* bad, asked. 
Honestly, more 
claimed their own taste for reading had been along in about this 
same line. We were surprised at this, because we had not taken 
this view, for most children that we know about had been encour­ 
aged in their early reading in the adventure stories that generally 
led to good habits. 
“Why don’t children read ? The answer is that we have sup­ 
pressed the ‘dime novel.’ In my boyhood, during the late eighties 
and early nineties, all of us avidly read the dime novels, thus ac­ 
quiring the reading habit. It was natural enough for us to develop 
a taste for better literature as we grew older and wiser. Our pro­ 
gress was, fom the dime novel to “Tom Sawyer,” “Huck Finn,” 
“Treasure Island.” Cooper’s and Scott’s novels, and so on up to our 
capacity to assimilate good stuff. My recipe for getting children to 
read—and I may say it has been successful with my own children 
—is to start them on the most stirring “blood and thunder” that 
is printed; in fact, on anything, so that they acquire the rapid-read I 
ing habit and a real taste for it. I will take my chance, that the I 
later quality of their literature will improce, as a man’s reading 
will exactly reflect his character. “The dime novel, lier hurt any­ 
body unless he was essentially unsound.”

ig bread. The following recipe will 
bring excellent results if accurately 
followed: 
To B a k e Two 
Loaves of White 
B r e a d : 
Put one cup of hot, sweet 
milk into a good-sized bowl and add to 
it one cup of hot water and one table­ 
spoon of beef drippings. Let this mix­ 
ture cool to the tepid stage, then add 
one-half cake of compressed yeast 
which has been previously dissolved 
in an extra half-cup oil luke-warm 
water. Also add one teaspoon of salt 
and 
one 
tablespoon 
of granulated 
sugar. Stir till the sugar is dissolved, 
and mix to a stiff batter by stirring 
in six and one-half cups of flour. 
You now have your bread mixed 
The next step is to turn it. out onto 
a slightly-floured bread board and 
knead it for ten minutes. 
It should 
be quite elastic at the end of this per­ 
iod of kneading: place it back in the 
bowl, cover with clean dishtowels, 
and set in a warm place to rise over­ 
night (it is a good plan to mix the 


bread around 
ning. 
Next mominng you will find it 
double in bulk. 
Turn It out once 
more onto a floured board and, with 
a sharp knife, cut It Into equal halves, 
from each half Into loaf-shape with J 
as little kneading as possible. 
Place 
each loaf in a bread pan greased with ! 
olive oil, and again set in a warm 
place, covered, to rise. 
But this time care must be taken 
not to let the bread .rise too much. 
Bread that has been allowed to rise 
too high results In a loaf which is flat 
across the top, Instead of rounded. 
When it is about two-thirds doubled 
In bulk, from rising slip it into a 
moderate oven to bake from 45 to 55 
minutes. 
Bread is done when it shrinks away 
from the sides of the pan. Lower the 
oven heat slightly at the very end of 
the baking period. All the rest of the 
time have the heat near 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit if you use an oven ther- 
momenter—a "medium" oven. 
Often the size of the pan is a result 
of bread-baking failures. My pans are 
three inches deep, seven and one-half 
inches long and four and one-qaarter 
inches wide.

Dr. M acCracken became classical 
teacher at C entral High School here 
and also studied at the Xenia Thelogi- 
cal Sem inary from 1860-62. He attend­ 
ed Princeton Theological Sem inary the 
following year, graduating 
in 
1863, 
and later studied at the Universities 
of Tubingen and of Berlin, 1867,1868.1 
He received his D. D. degree at W it­ 
tenberg In 1878, received an LL. D., 
a t Miami in 1887 and at New York in 
1910.

W ashington, March 26—A truce has 
been established between the warring 
factions In Honduras, and Sausto Davil­ 
la has been agreed upon aa president 
until an election can be held and regu­ 
lar successor duly chosen, according 
to a m essage to the navy departm ent 
today from the U. S. cruiser Milwau­ 
kee. 
T he com m ander of the Milwaukee 
stated his advice was based upon a 
com m unication from the com m ander 
of the Am erican bluejackets a t Tegu­ 
cigalpa, th a t were landed some days 
ago to protect thd Am erican em bassy 
after it had been fired on by revolu­ 
tionists.

which was published here and in Edin­ 
boro. 
He was stated clerk of the first To­ 
ledo Synod, and was a m em ber of the 
com m ittee th at established W ooster 
University. He was elected chancellor 
and professor of philosophy of W est­ 
ern U niversity of Pennsylvania, now 
tho U niversity of Pittsburgh in 1881. 
He became professor of philosophy of 
the U niversity of New York In 1884, 
was made vice chancellor in 1885 and 
became chancellor in 1891, retiring at 
the age of 70 after 25 years connection 
with the school. 
He was a form er vice president and 
active mem ber of the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime and interested in 
th^ reform of civic conditions. 
He 
was also president of the Bronx So­ 
ciety of Arts and Sciences until his 
death. He devised the plan for the 
Hall of Fam e in 1900 and edited and 
published the official H all 
of Fam e 
book, being a com m itteem an for life 
of the Hall of Fame.

He was retained in the County Jail 
several days until the arrival of his 
father, W illiam A. Moles, of Moulton, 
Ala., and was com m ltteed to the hos­ 
pital by Probate Judge J. C, M arshall 
Motes had been working in the steel 
mills near Pittsburgh and had visited 
an uncle in Middletown before leaving 
the train here on the return trip to 
Pittsburgh. 
The exam ination report shows that 
Moles was free at th at time of the 
hallucinations under which be 
had 
been suffering at the tim e of his com­ 
m itm ent, during which be was in con­ 
stant belief th at he was being perse­ 
cuted, The report shows he now real­ 
izes he is m entally ill and that the 
hospital is the proper place for him. 
Although the diagnosis shows him 
to he a sufferer from alcoholic phy- 
chosls, a m ental disease superinduced 
by alcohol, Motes told the examining 
physician he had not used alcohol In 
any form since January IO. His mem­ 
ory is still bad, and he rem em bers 
only fairly well who brought him to 
the hospital or w hat was done with 
him on admission.
